MORE. CONCRETE IN DWELLINGS 


Elimination of combustible material

Society Mechanical 
speaking on the subject 
houses, F. B. Gilbreth said: 

In a concrete structure there need be 
little or no combustible material. Let 
us take for example the dwelling house, 
for it is the most difficult to make both 
cheap and fireproof. In a concrete resi- 
dence there is little trim that cannot 
be made better and cheaper of Portland 
cement than of wood. The chair rails 
and picture molding can be made -of 
concrete. The trim around the windows 
and doors can be molded in metal molds 
as cheaply as straight members. Even 
the wire molding can be done away 
with and the conduits buried in the 
concrete partitions, walls, ceilings and 
floors. 

Baseboards should be made of con- 
erete or else omitted entirely, as they 
serve no useful purpose in a concrete 
building. Windows may have cement 
sashes with wired glass and self-clos- 
ing shutters or self-dropping shutters 
of rolled up metal or asbestos. Metal 
furniture may be used. The paint and 
varnish used on buildings and furni- 
ture should be selected carefully, as 
these are greater factors in determin-

CHARTER GIVES MUR 
POWER 10 Tit MAYOR 


Radical Changes in Govern- 
ment Are Contemplated in 
Document Reported 
State Legislature 


NEW DEPARTMENTS 


ALBANY, N. Y.—Thousands of copies 
of the bill embodying the proposed char- 
ter for New York were today distributed 
among the voters of that city to enable 
them to study and discuss the projected 
changes in advance of action by the 
Legislature. 

With provisions which give Mayor 
Gaynor vast powers—virtually all he 
asked for—and concede to Tammany 
about all it wanted, the proposed chafter 
was introduced Thursday. It came as a 
report from the Senate and Assembly 
committee on cities to be printed and re- 
committed. 

There Was no discussion of the meas- 
ure in the Senate. In the Assembly 
Speaker Frisbie said the committee which 
had done the work on this document de- 
served commendation. 

The charter tremendously increases the 
powers of the mayor over those he now 
possesses. It takes away much of the 
power and many important functions of 
the controller. It gives to the board of 
aldermen many new functions. Politi- 
cally, all these changes would be of 
great importance and sweeping in effect. 

Many offices are created under 
this measure. The city chamberlain be- 
comes an elective official. The first elec- 
tion, though, would not take place un- 
ti] 1913. The salary would be $15,000 a 
vear. There would be a commissioner 
of buildings appointed by the mayor 
with a deputy in each borough. There 
would be a department of markets, 
weights and measures, which would re- 
lieve the controller of the jurisdictioa 
he now has over markets; a department 
of ferries and a department of licenses. 
The paid board education would 
number seven members, the president to 
receive $10,000 a year. The other mem- 
bers $7500 each. 

The mayor is to get a salary of $25,000 
a year, instead of $15,000. He is to have 
an absolute veto power over the grant- 
ing of franchises. If he wants to go 
away from the city for any length of 
time, he may name his substitute from 
the board of estimate, or choose the 
head of any city department to serve. 

Speaker Frisbie of the Assembly prom- 
ised Thursday that when the measure 
comes up for action probably at a spe- 
cial session in September, opportunity 
for hearings will be given to gll who 
wish them. 
principle features 
charter are as follows: 

It makes possible a large increase in 
the influence of politics in the city ad- 
ministration. 

It concentrates in the hands of the 
mayor greater power than has ever been 
given to any man who ever held that 
office. It increases the powers exercised 
by the board of aldermen. It creates, in 
brief, the following new departments: 
The city treasurer, a city engineers’ de- 
partment, the department of ferries, a 
paid hoard of education, a general de- 
partment of education, a general depart- 
ment of hospitals, a general department 
of lighting, a general architects’ depart- 
ment. 

Among the chief powers granted the 
board of aldermen is that the Tammany 
leader of the board will have a seat and 
a vote in the board of estimate, as well 
as on the sinking fund commission. 

The city treasurer’s department is to 
combine some of the powers of the pres- 
ent chamberlain’s department and most 
of the functions of the comptroller’s of- 
fice. 

The city chamberlain, who is to be an 
elective official, will take over the bu- 
reau of the receiver of assessments and 
arrears. The present city chamberlain 
is to be continued in office until the 
next city election in 19143. 

The mayor is exempt from removal 
by the Governor, as are also all the other 
elective officials. No means of removing 
any of these officials is provided. 

A unique provision is that the board 
of aldermen has power to fix or change 
salaries of all city officials with the con- 
currence of the board of estimate. 

Section 114 of the new charter takes 
from the comptroller the power of mak- 
ing up the annual budget. This is con- 
ferred on the majority of members of the 
board of estimate, including the leader of 
the board of aldermen. One chapter stip- 
ulates that corporate stock may not be 
used for anything but the acquisition of 
real property and permanent or durable 
personal, property and permanent im- 
provements. 

The board of estimate is given“ the 
power to direct the issue of corporate 
stock, but the board of aldermen is re- 
quired to give its approval. If the board 
of estimate fails to act the board of 
aldermen and the mayor will have the 
power to direct stock issues. 

Under the new charter the sinking 
fund commission will be composed of the 
mayor, the comptroller, the city cham- 
berlain, the president of the board of 
aldermen and the chairman of the alder- 
manic finance committee. This com- 
mission is given power to arbitrate all 
controversies arising over conflict of au- 
thority among the various departments. 
The board of aldermen is given power 
to summon any city official and question 
him regarding the conduct of his de- 
partment.

Guests ‘| so excessive in its manifestation that it 
strains the ordinary vocabulary to describe 
it. When an American association of sav- 
ants, educators, bankers, engineers or steel-makers arranges for an 
international conference it works out a schedule of entertainment, 
of dinners and lunches, of motor trips and side excursions and of 
formal and informal functions that leaves no doubt of the warmth 
of its welcome and the fulness of its purse. 

But when it comes to provision by the nation, by states or by 
cities for extension of collective hospitality, then the record 1s not 
so satisfactory. The founders did not reckon on the forms and 
ceremonies involved in receiving and caring for guests of state as 
ever likely to count much in a republic. Few guests were expected, 
and if they came they were to be taught a lesson in American uncon- 
ventionality and “simplicity.” 

But times have changed. Such guests are numerous. The 
nation 1s rich. Washington, in a variety of ways, esthetic and pecun- 
lary, 1s aspiring to be one of the world’s great and beautiful capitals. 
Thither find their way in increasing numbers men of eminence in 
all walks of life and from all parts of the world, often on official! 
and again on quasi-ofhcial or research business. More and more 
the city is a meeting place for international conferences of jurists, 
investigators of natural phenomena, scholars, educators and groups 
of men to whom it should be the privilege of the President and 
heads of departments to show hospitality on a scale worthy of the 
republic. At present facilities for doing this are mortifyingly inad- 
equate. Several times in recent years international conferences held 
in Washington have suffered in comparison with those in European 
capitals by reason of the niggardly action of Congress and the lack 
of suitable accommodations at the President’s disposal. 

Fortunately, a new day is coming. In the splendid new state 
department building proper arrangements are to be made for enter- 
taining diplomats, delegates to international conferences and visiting 
assemblies of men of eminence. A fine lecture hall and a banqueting 
hall are to be as much parts of the new building as the administrative 
offices and the quarters of the archivists. Uncle Sam 1s-to play the 
host as never before.

The folly of classifying 
immigrants in a general way, nationally or racially, will be apparent 
to anybody who considers for a moment what would be the result 
of calling immigrants from all parts of Great Britain and Ireland 
Englishmen. 

Of more than 300,000 immigrants from Russia in the two 
years, the Russians proper numbered less than 30,000. As classified 
by the statistical abstract of the department of commerce and labor, 
immigrants from Austria-Hungary and from southern and south- 
eastern Europe, aside from the native German, Magyar and Hebrew 
peoples, are Croats, Slovenians, Ruthenians, Slovaks, Bohemians, 
Moravians, Roumanians, Bulgarians, Servians and Montenegrins. 
Then, of course, there are the Spanish and Portuguese, Greeks 
and the Italians. Classified in a more comprehensive way, or in 
racial groups, it would appear that American citizenship is being 
recruited in these days in proportions represented by the net immigra- 
tion of the two vears about as follows: Latin 396,240, Slavs 385,- 
065, Teuton-Celts (the foundation colonial strain) 383,528. This 
classification does not include Hebrews, Greeks and miscellaneous 
munor races represented by 216,619 immigrants tm the period covered, 
1909-10. Against the 265,000 Itahans arriving in the country dur-

Apparently the thing to do is to arrange now for the 
expert American mechanics to become factors in the future opera- 
tion of the canal itself, and it is toward this end that the constructor 
is now. bending his effort. It is also for the American government 
to get back the $375,000,000 put into the canal. Since intelligent 
workers will be needed in the zone, why, not ask those who are 
there to remain? | 

Besides the question of the mechanical operation of the canal, 
iti the matter of coal supply and toll rates Congress will be confronted 
with problems requiring no little acumen for their solution. But 
government control of public utilities in the United States is now 
much more than a proposal, and the idea may well be put to prac- 


eiical test in the Canal Zone.

The 
interference, therefore, of France in the internal affairs of Morocco 
was not received with favor. The bombardment of Casablanca was 
followed by the Riff campaign, while the act of Algeciras soothed 
the amour propre of the country, even if it did not lead to any 
material advantage. The advance of France to Fez was consequently 
a distinct blow to Spanish ideals. If the tricolor was going to be 
permanently hoisted in the country 1t was obvious, to anybody con- 
versant with the rules which govern the game of European conquest 
of more or. less barbarous countries, that the French would find 
themselves first unable to withdraw for fear of disturbances and 
eventually compelled to annex the country in the interests of good 
govermnent. This would have been fatal to the Canalejas ministry. 
Forced by the revolution in Portugal to retire from the battle with 
the Vatican, and outmaneuvered by France in the diplomatic krieg- 
spiel in Morocco, it would have been thoroughly discredited.

never shuts his eyes to the fact that New 
England somehow or other contimues to 
forge ahead, though meeting rivalry formerly unknown. In a 
study of the statistics of manufacturing for the years 1904-09, the 
Record finds that New England’s manufactured products 1ncreased 
31.7 per cent during that period, and the capitalization of her fac- 
tories from $1,870,096,000 to $2,502,253,000. Or, to put 1t another 
way, the northern section’s increase of factory capital for the period 
was $83,000,000 greater and the industrial output $138,000,000 
larger than that of the South during the same years. Massachusetts 
alone, with an area of only 8000 square miles and about 3,000,000 
inhabitants, had a factory output equal to 89 per cent of the prod- 
uct of ten of the best southern states. 

To account for this continuance of a relatively high rank as 
a manufacturing section remote from,supplies of raw material some 
credit must be given to the conscious, effort of New England during 
the past few years to make the quality of its products known at 
home and abroad, but especially at home. A campaign of publicity 
has been organized which is beginning to have visible results. 
Chambers of commerce have delegated representatives to confer- 
ences where sectional interests have been discussed and a plan of 
coordinated action outlined. Manufacturers have been induced to 
emphasize more than previously the fact that their goods were 
“made in New England.” An elaborate, accurate, well-written book 
on New England and its possibilities has been compiled and sent 


But it is folly to talk about the tunic or the toga now, save 
in a reminiscent or figurative fashion.

Next to the tunic or the toga, it is just 
what he wants, except for one thing. The shirtwaist, as he has 
learned from experience if married, or by word of mouth if single, - 
has a long and seemingly ‘endless row of buttons and buttonholes, 
either before or behind. The ancients never knew of such a thing 
as a button or a buttonhole. Regardless of this, no man could ever, 
by any possibility, reach around as a wonian does, in the absence 
of her husband, and button a shirtwaist behind. On the other hand, 
few men have the time, and fewer still the patience, to button. reg- 
ularly every day, maybe several times a day in hot weather, a shirt- 
waist before. Hooks and eyes would be even worse. Pins wouldn't 
do at all. Lacing might serve, were it not for the fact that he 
would be certain to get it caught in everything. It might be made 
in one piece, like a jersey; but shirtwaist material does not give, and 
whether he pulled it on over his feet or over his head he would 
doubtless be made hotter than ever by the undertaking. 

On the whole, we believe it would be better ‘for men to drop 
all thought of-the shirtwaist and simply go without coats and waist- 
coats. Relieved of the heavier garments, men will doubtless learn 
to keep themselves presentable in belted trousers and shirts of the 
ordinary style. 
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
